= VER since attention has been drawn to the 
©\ Foot-hills of the Sierra Nevada Mountains, 
Colfax and vicinity has had its fair share of noto- 
riety through having received at the State Fair 
held at Sacramento, the first prizes on wine and 
table grapes, and would have secured the prize 
also on raisin grapes, only for lack of one variety 
to fill the necessary number. It is an established 
fact that mountain raised fruit is finer flavored 
than that grown on valley or low lands. 


The Soil 


Is red clay loam and varies in depth from one to 
fifteen feet, and lies on decomposed slate bed-rock, 
and is therefore no impediment to roots, which 
permeate the interstices and seems to serve as a 
reservoir for the Winter’s rain. Dense forests of 
pine, oak, etc., formerly covered the land, but this 


has nearly all been cut off, and the ground is now | 
covered with a second growth of pine, oak, man- | 


zanita, chaparral, etc., which come out easily by 
the assistance of one horse. The soil is easily 


| worked and weeds are kept down by two plowings 


and running the cultivator once for the season. 
Water, ete. 


Seldom that a forty acre tract has no living spring, | 
but where it would not be in a convenient place | 


for buildings, wells always furnish the best of 
water.

Trrigating trees and vines is not resorted to, the 


cultivation as stated mulches the ground so thor- 
oughly as to retain suificient moisture to ripen

Snow falls some years, but only twice in 18 years 
has fallen to a depth of 18 inches. After a snow | 
fall a warm rain usually makes it disappear. | 

During the dry season, no fogs nor high winds | 
are prevalent, and the atmosphere being very dry, | 
the climate is therefore beneficial for asthmetics — 
' and consumptives, or those troubled with throat | 
|| diseases. Cases of sun-stroke or lassitude from | 
working out doors in the heat of the day are un- | 
known. The nights are always cool. 

While Spring frosts occasionally injure fruit | 
blossoms as they do in other portions of the State, 
grapes wholly escape, as they bloom here after all 
frosts are over. ‘This cannot be said of other sec- | 
| tions. 

No ague, typhoid or other malarial fevers pre- 
vail—the air and water being too pure for those 
dread diseases to hold sway.
